THE PENNSYLVANIA CAMPAIGN. 

ACTIVITY AMONG THE GREENBACKERS—THE 
GRANT ‘‘ BOOM”’—A STRONG FEELING IN 
HIS FAVOR. 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., Oct. 16.—A spirited 
campaign has been opened by the Greenbackers 
of Schuylkill County, in the hope of electing 
their ¢andidates for Jury Commissioner and 
Director of the Poor. Meetings are being held 
nightly in various parts of the countv, and they 
are usually well attended and enthusiastic. As 
neither of the other parties is doing anything, 
and as the Greéhback doctrines still have many 
advocates here, experienced politicians think 
the Greenback candidates have a good chance 
of being elected. 

Col. J.:A. M. Passmore, a gentleman: whose 
extensive acjuaintance in all sections of the 
State and thorough knowledge of State politics 
give him exceptional facilities for observation, 
has recently returned from a tour throngh the 
northern and eastern portions,of Pennsylvania, 
during which he took pains to ascertain the po- 
litical opinions’ of the people. He found, he 
says, ® remarkably vigorous Grant sentiment 
existing everywhere—not so much from any 
personal preference for Grant for President 
as from a -feslin that the Republi- 
can Party must w the next . Presiden- 
tial election; that it is sure .to win 
with Grant as its-leader, and that it is not quite 
safe to trust the party’s chances in the hands of 
any other man, If it were not for this feeling, 
Blaine would be the first choice of the masses ;

THE ECCENTRIC PHYSICIAN’S BODY BURNED 

IN BIS. OWN FURNACE—A BRIEF RELIG- 

IOUS CEREMONY, AND NO SPECTATORS. 

Wasuineron, Penn., Oct. 16.—The burning 

of the body of the modern apostle of crema- 
tion, Dr? Julius Lé Moyne, was done to-day 
in the furnaée- on Gallows Hill. .The event 
ereated very little excitement, as it had been antici- 
pated, and since the several cremations in the place, 
the novelty has worn off. The Le Moyne family, 
some of whom are reported to be as greatly 
opposed to cremation , as the most orthodox, 
made every effort to have the ceremony performed 
without any display, in which they to a large extent 
sneceeded... The furnace fires were started on 
Wednesdsy,. and by. this’ morning it was 
reported tnat the requisite heat had been 
obtained.. There was one departure from the 
usual custom of these scenes.

¢ian, Dr. Rufus Mathewson, and his son. On Sept” 
11, 1878, eight days after the murder, and the 
first trial, the body was exhumed, and tos 
more careful examination by several prominent med!- 
eal experts‘ and at that time the stomach, the 
liver, and the uterus were taken away to be given 
te the chemist. The grave was visited again Oct. 7, 
1878, and the girl’s head taken away by one of the 
State’s experts. Another visit was made Dec. 13, 
1878, for the purpose of seeing whether the re- 
mainder of the body had been taken by persous un- 
known; and on March 1, 1879, the experts opened 
the grave again and carried awaf other portions of 
the body which they thought they ought to examine.

ERXIT THURMAN. 

The fatal effect whieh the brilliant vic- 
tory of the Republicans in Ohio must proba- 
biy have on the political fortunes of Senator 
TuurmaN is generally recognized. Not 
only is he, in all likelihood, shut out from 
any chance of a nomination to. the. Presi- 
dency, ‘but ‘he must give up his 
seat in the Senate at the close of 
his present term, on, the 4th of March, 
1881. This sudden and apparently com- 
plete ending of a career which has. until 
lately been a very promising one, would be 
generally regretted, had Mr. THorMan re- 
mained trae to the principles of conduct by 
which he was guided during some of the 
most trying years of ‘the history. of the 
Republic. He came upon the stage of 
national politics somewhat late in life, hav- 
ing been elected to the Senate as the suc- 
cessor of ‘bluff Bew Wape” only ten 
years ago. Previously, with the exctption 
of a single term in Congress, ending in 
1846, he had been known only in the poli- 
tics of his adopted State—by birth he is 
a Virginian—and as 8 jurist of more 
than usual ability. He entered. the 
Senate in the full maturity of his.. pow- 
ers, at the age of 56, and soon made his 
influence felt. He had the independence, 
the poyer of lucid and comprehensive 
statement, and the vigorous logic which, be- 
long to'the best type of a Judge, and he had 
in addition great qualities as a debater. He 
did not speak often to the galleries or to 
“Buncombe,” and when he did, the former 
did not listen, and: the latter paid but 
moderate attention. But when he spoke to 
the Senate, every one interested in the sub- 
ject in hand was compelled to listen, for 
Mr. THURMAN Was.not only capable of mas- 
tering the facts involved ina complex ques- 
tion, buthe was able to present them for- 
cibly and even vividly; he was quick to 
see the defects of an oppbnent’s case, 
prompt and effective in ertempore discus- 
sion, and had a rough humor which seldom 
failed to emphasize his best. points. To a 
wide and varied knowledge of constitu- 
tional and legislative history, he united 
unusual readiness in dealing with ourrent 
affairs. He was, as to theory and practice, 
a most valuable contributor to that -kind 
of discussion—thorough, patient, séarching, 
and fruitful—which is becoming only too 
rare in the United States Senate, His 
most formidable rival was Mr. Epmunps , 
of Vermont, and no one ‘in the Senate at 
the same time has approached these two in 
the extent or the value of the work which 
they have performed there. 

In spite of the distinguished qualities and 
considerable services which “we have re- 
ferred to, Mr, Taurman’s political downfall 
will not be greatly regretted, because, with- 
‘in the last four years, he has been singular- 
ly faithless to the standard by which he had 
previously been guided. He has almost 
ceased to be a statesman, and has sunk to 
the level of a Presidential aspirant, sacri- 
ficing to the possibilities of suecess'in that 
direction, his dignity, his independence, 
his consistency, nearly everything which 
made him admired and respected by his 
opponents as much as by those of his own 
party. And with that fatal short-sighted- 
ness, or, worse, that crookedness - of 
vision, which seems to be the necessary 
consequence of this particular ambition, 
he chose to make his sacrifices to that sec- 
tion of his party , however powerful 
it has shown itself the Democratic 
organization, was doomed. to die. early 
of its most humiliating defeats.

Phe decision lately rendered by the Su- 
preme Court of Pennsylvania, holding

Not to speak of 
thé great damage done to railroad 
and other property, the merchandise which 
had accumulated at Pittsburg and. was de- 
stroyed before the riot was quelled was 
enormous in amount and value. It em- 
braced about a week’s traffic of one of the 
great freight arteries of the country. When 
the question arose as to who was bound to 
make good the losses, the several corpora- 
tions apparently liable manifested an eager 
disposition to shift the burden from one to 
another, and the lawyers differed in opinion 
whether the liability was with the railroad 
company which made out the bill of lading 
or that on whose line fhe freight was lost, 
or the City of Pittsburg, the County of 
Allegheny, or’ the State of Pennsylvania. 
Each of these corporations stoutly denied its 
liability, and refused to pay the losses. 
Some actions were bronght, but most of the 
claims were kept out of court until the de- 
cision of a test case should be reached. 
Meanwhile, the owners have been left in 
doubt as to when and from whom the value 
of their lost goods could be recovered. 

The present case, being for the recovery 
of the value of sixty barrels of whisky, 
was brought under a statute passed by the 
Legislature in 1849, extending to the 
County of Allegheny the provisions of the 
act of 1841, which made Philadelphia 
County liable for the value of property de- 
stroyed during a riot. Judgment being 
given ‘against Allegheny County in the 
lower court, the case was carried on appeal 
to the highest tribunal of the State. The 
county, without denying that the act 
of.1841 was constitutional when passed, 
contended that it was inconsistent with the 
Constitution of 1873-4, and was, in effect, 
abrogated by it. Among other provisions 
of the new Constitution cited in support of 
this view was that which prohibits the Gen- 
eral Assembly from passing any local or 
special law regulating the affairs of coun- 
ties, cities, townships, wards, boroughs, or 
school districts. The court ruled that this 
prohibition was prospective, and could not 
affect any actin force at the time of the 
adoption of the Constitution. It was further 
heldthat neither expressly norimpliedly had 
the act of 1841 been repealed by the new 
Constitution or by the Legislature. Hence, 
it is still in operation and valid. It was 
next argued that the riot was brought about 
by a reduction of wages made by the rail- 
road. companies, and that there would 
have been no destruction of property had 
not the companies attempted to move their 
freight cars against the demands of the 
mob, and had not the troops fired upon 
the rioters. ‘‘A more untenable position 
than this,” says the opinion, “could not 
well be imagined.” Whether the firing on 
the mob was judicious under the circum- 
stances, was no part of the case. Neither 
the plaintiff nor the railroad company were 
responsible for it. In endeavoring to: 
moye the rapidly-accumulating mass of 
freight cars, many of which were laden 
‘with - merchandise, the railroad

Afté remarking that there was nothing in 
the record to show that the Pittsburg out- 
break of 1877 was an exception to this rule, 
and that the mob could have been held 
in check if the proper efforts had been made 
by the local authorities, the court ruled 
that the fact that the State when called 
upon rendéred its assistanceand sent a por- 
tion of its military to the seéne, did not ab- 
solve the county from its implied obligation 
to preserve the peace, nor from its respon- 
sibility for » neglect of that duty. “ Were 
it otherwise, it might be the interest of 
municipality to increase ‘the size of the 
mob.” It should be noted.that the liability 
of the county in this case was created by 
statute, and does not exist by the common

THE BND OF OREMATION. 


The original apostle ‘of’-cremation in 
America is dead. By the time these lines 
meet the eye of the reader of Tux Times, 
his cremation will probably ‘be. finished. 
Dr. Lz Mor¥xe built the ‘first and only fur- 
nace ever constructed in this country for 
the burning of the dead;, When the sugzes- 
tion was made, several years since, that the 
continent was becoming overcrowded with 
deal people, many persons pledged their 
word and honor that , they would 
not allow their bodies (when they had done 
with them) to cumber the ground, above 
or below the turf. They held’ meetings at 
which the ancient idea of cremation was 
advanced as the proper one ‘for modefn 
usage. It was urged that burial in the 
earth or in tombs was a modern innovation 
which neither science nor. philoso- 
phy could sanction or approve. It 
was noticeable that most of the ar- 
dent disciples of the revived theory 
of cremation were what are: known as “ ad- 
vanced thinkers.” These people rather en- 
joyed the notion of éremation; it was 
thought to be a pagan rite, and many pious 
people had expressed the. same aversion to 
burning the dead whieh had been felt by 
those who formerly opposed life insurance, 
‘because it was unnatural and @ flying in 
the face of Providence,”,. 

It is a curious fact. thatthe ‘‘ advanced 
thinkers,” as a rale, go back: to the original 
social and moral. conditién of the human 
race, as far as practicable. The apostles of 
cremation advocated their plan for the dis- 
position of the human’ body after death 
on sanitary - grounds; but the “ ad- 
vanced thinkers” eagerly fell in with 
this new-old fashion . because it was 
so delightfully pagan, .and ‘paganism 
was as old asthe Deluge. . Truth, they ar- 
gued, existed in its purity before the Chris- 
tian era, and there has not been a pure 
form of that article since. The special class 
of ‘‘advaneed thinkers” represented by Bia- 
vaTsKy, OLcoTT, and other Theosophists, 
fell in love with cremation at once. It gave 
them something in common with the ancient 
Greeks gnd the Hindus. It was. older 
than that new-fangled religion which came 
into existence less than two thousand years 
since, and which is really too new, as. yet, 
to have secured any permanent place in 
the world. In Brahminism, on the other 
hand, was to be found what Mr. Chadbead 
called ‘‘the Terewth ” in its golden purity. 
At least, the Theosophists think that they 
can find this precious grain if they can 
only understand Brahminism. «They came 
to this conclusion because Brahminism is so 
very, very old. ,The difficulty which the 
Theosophists encountered at the outset was 
their ignorance of ,Brahminism—a form of 
religion in which they were assured they 
should find the truth, if they only could un- 
derstand it. So they sent a committee to 
India to study Brahminism. .This commit- 
tee, withCol. OLcorT at. the head, are now 
studying the Hindu language. When this 
is mastered, they will tackle Brahminism, 
the mysteries of which are confined to a 
few experts. It is supposed, that in the 
course of a hundred years or 80 the commit- 
tee will return with their report. As the 
climate of the country is enervating to for- 
eigners, and thé disciples of Brahma must 
confine themselves to vegetable food, they 
may tire out and come home sooner. But 
then they cannot bring a gennine article of 
Brahminism with them. = 

Meantime, those of us who are dissatis- 
fied with the Christian religion, may cen- 


The motives of the man who de vised a 
modification of the pattern of playing-cards 
by snbstituting Colonels and Goddesses of 
Liberty for Kings and Queens, and supply- 
ing the place of spades, diamonds, elubs, 
and hearts with stars and other novel 
figures, may have been pure, but his con- 
duct was not wholly above suspicion. He 
may not have intended to assist menda- 
cious boys to play cards and yet with seem- 
ing truth ‘to allege that they were playing 
some entirely new and thoroughly evangeli- 
cal game, but in atleast one conspicuous 
ease such has been the result of his inven- 
tion, and it is difficult to acquit him of a 
large share of the blame. 

The Rev. Mr. Thompson is a much re- 
spected clergyman of Clinton, Ill. For 
many years he has been a local leader of 
the extreme Low Church Party, and, in 
private life, without the surplice and 
prayer-book, and other devotional imple- 
ments, he could with difficulty be dis- 
tinguished from a Presbyterian. Mr. 
Thompson was particularly earnest in his 
opposition ‘to eard-playing. He held that 
it was scarcely distinguishable from gam - 
bling, and that it was nearly as objection- 
able as ritualism. He never failed to preach 
a yearly sermon on the wickedness of card- 
playing, and his incidental allusions to 
whist-players who value four aces or three 
of a kind more than virtue and sobriety, 
and to poker-players who ‘‘make it the 
next” in the hope of ‘scoring “‘four . by 
honors,” were believed by the ladies of the 
congregation to show a masterly knowledge 
of the intricacies of those wicked games. 

He always said that there were many inno- 
cent and amusing games, such as checkers, 
croquet, and ‘‘Dr. Busby,” which devout 
people could play without immorality, and 
that it was, therefore, an unnecessary piece 
of wickedness to play immoral games with 
the corrupt and debasing cards used by 
professional gamblers. Mr. Thompson has 
a son of about 14 years of age who is 
not altogether as good and innocent as his 
father. In fact, he is regarded by the pub- 
lic as the kind of boy in whose neighbor- 
hood it is unwise to attempt to cultivate an 
orchard or to raise watermelons. His 
father, however, has the utmost confidence 
in him, and has never dreamed that his 
son’s views of property in fruit are in con- 
fligt with those of his neighbors. 

One evening last Winter, Master Charles 
brought home with him s pack of the. so- 
called “‘ national cards,” and exhibited 
them to his father. ‘‘ Thishyer,” he re- 
mar * is a first-rate game, not a bit like 
gards. I wouldn’t play cards nosooneride 
steal apples ; but thishyer game. was give 
tome by the Presbyterian Sunday-school 
Superintendent, and he wants you to see 
how you like it.” Good Mr. Thompson laid 
aside his newspaper, and examining the 
cards with much interest, asked how they 
were to be used. This wicked son there- 
upon explained to him the principles of a 
game which he called'the “national game,” 
but which was simply the notoriously wicked 
game of euchre. “Mr. Thompson was greatly 
pleased with it, and in the course of the 
evening attained so much proficiency that 
he more than once “went it aloné” and 
beat Master Charles badly. 

Not satisfied with this achievement, Mas- 
ter Charles proceeded to teach his trusting 
father the game of whist, inducing both his 
mother and his sister to innocently join in 
the carnival of crime. ‘To whist he gave the 
flimsy name of the “ family’s delight,” and 
under that name the Thompson household 
played hundreds of games of whist—Mr. 
Thompson himself developing a real genius 
for the game, and at times rebuking his 
partner for refusing te return his lead or 
taking his own trick with a severity that a, 
veteran English whist-matron might have 
envied. Only’ once was any suspicion of 
the true character of the game aroused. 
Miss Thompson, who oceasionally read 
novels, once remarked, ‘‘Charlie, isn’t 
family delight something like whist? I 
was reading the other day about some peo- 
ple who were playing whist, and they had 
trumps and tricks and long suits, just as 
we do.” Master Charles, hoWever, did not 
lose his presence of mind, but replied, 
“ Wot of it? Aint tramps spoken of in 
the Bible? You aint a going to believe that 
Prerer and BauaaM, and tho rest of ’em, 
played cards, are you?” -This argunient 
allayed suspicion, and the games went on 
without further seruples on the part of the 
bad boy’s sister. *

had no objection to ‘‘high-low-jack” when 
disguised as‘ up-down-and-across,” his

At the opening of the University Club, a few 
months ago, we expressed the apprehension that the 
arrangements promised to be of too expensive a 
character for the. pockets of those members to 
whom, of all others, a club would be of the greatest 
advantage. Ramors reach us that these fears have 
proved well grounded. Young men who foined the 
association in the hope of getting superior accommoda- 
tious at a very modérate price complain that they can 
live at restaurants, and that the club is only 
of advantage to the rich, or to those whose parents 
provide dinners for them at home. It is urged, more- 
over, that the young man element is entirely unrep- 
resented on the House Committee, which is composed 
of wealthy men, who rarely take meals at the house, 
and one of whom resides more than six months of 
the year out of town; whereas the commissariat of a 
elud is in need of constant vigilance. There wasa 
good deal of force in the question of a club: member, 
when applied to for a subscription for a former 
steward, who was about to retire, having bought a 
farm—*' Where did he get the money to buy it ?’”’ 





Consumption is; as has long been known, 
particularly prevalent on and near the sea-coast of 
New-England, which, in truth, may be regarded in 
its entirety as the chosen home in the United States 
of what physicians designate as phthisis pulmonaiis. 
A theory has been advanced lately in that section, 
notably in Massacliusetts, that many if not most of 
the persons predisposed, by inheritance or habit, 
to pulmonary trouble have died, and that 
they who survive are in the main proof 
against it by reason of tobustness and well- 
regulated life. This is a pleasant theory, at 
least to New-Englanders, though it is very far from 
being a fact, as the continual and numerous record 
of deaths from consumption in New-England shows. 
The climate is, no doubt, the chief cause—it is a 
breeder of consumption—but the habits of the people, 
with their constitutional anxiety of mind and 
physical self-denial, have much to do with it. 
A great many persons have saved themselves from 
consumption by quitting New- Engiand early, and have 
so lasted to matare age. There has been, and 
there still is, such abundance of consumption 
in the Northwestern States that it is 
often thought that those States enjoy something 
like a ‘monopoly of the disease. Unfortunately, 
it oecuts all over the world, although it 
is frequently mentioned as 4 specific dis. 
order of this country. It is exceedingly wide. 
spread, occurring in all lands and in all 
r limates, warm as well as cold. Australia, 
Canada, Ireland, India, and other countries have 
been claimed to be exempt; but the claim is iil 
grounded. ‘It hag been caleulated that one-quarter 
to. one-half of .the mortality ia all large towns is due 
directly or indirectly to consumption, and, de- 
ducting the deaths in infancy, prominent Brit- 
ish physicians have asserted that one-half of 
the mortality of England comes from tuberculous 
ailment. Although most common between the ages 
of 20 and 40, it occurs at all periods from baby- 
“hood to‘old age. Itis generally supposed that con- 
sumption is slowly but steadily decreasing, in conse- 
quence of improved hygienic conditions and thelike; 
batthebulk of medical testimony indicates that, on 
the whole, it has a tendency to increase, uniess great 
eare be taken to remove causes unfavorable to 
public health.
